graduated inlieritance tax as the 
principal .sources of government 
revenue. 

Both income and inheritance tax¬ 
es are noyv levied in England 
and in several Continental coun¬ 
tries. and also in some ^American 
states. In most oi these case-, how¬ 
ever, lliese taxes arc not graduatctl 
or progres.'ivc. certain minimum 
income is commonly exempted from 
taxation, partly on the ground that 
this minimum i- necessarv for the 
living of a family and that the bur¬ 
den of taxation should full U|)On 
superfluities, partly on the practical 
ground that fli« revenue to be de- 
rivctl from the taxation of very- 
small income- would liartlly pay 
for Uie co-t of collecting it. A simi¬ 
lar exemption i.s often made in the 
taxation of inheritance'. 

The principle o^ gradnaiion a.' 
applied to both these taxes is in- 
sbstcil upon hy Socialists. By a 
graduated or progressive income or. 
inheritance tax we mean one whose] 
rr'I increases with the amoiuit of] 
the income or tlie inheritance. To. 
illustrate: All annual incqmes im- 
der Sa/Mj^.a year might be exempt; 
all income in excess of $2.cxx> a' 
year up to $iolboo a year, taxed at 
the rate of 2 ficr cent; all excess 
over $io,ooc op 10 $so,ooo a year, 
taxed at the rate of.« ^ cent; aH 


I excess over $504xx> a year, laxeil 
I at the rale of 10 per cent. 

[ The income tax is paid yearly by 
the recipient of the income, upon 
the amount of his income for Ihe 
(preceding year. Tlie inheritance lax 
(called in England tile "death 
duty") is laid once for, all ont of 
the estate, before it |«—c- frtm the 
deceased projirielor to Ins .heirs or 
legatees. 

These taxes are ailvcicated hv So¬ 
cialists, not as a mean- of equalizing 
yy-cahh or of cheeking its eoncenlra- 
liun. hm as a nwaus of furnishing 
the govemmem with the necessary- 
revenues with the least hard-hip to 
the priKlncing cla-scs. 

I’nlilic Thynership—Tlte pnhlie 
oyvner-hip and oiieraiion of anv en- 
leri>rise is not necessarily sdtialistic. 
In Russia, for instance, most of the 
railways are owned and run by the 
government', but Ibe Kiis-iaii g-iv-" 
eminent i« not in the slightest de-; 
gree socialistic, (jovemmeni owner¬ 
ship of railways, telegraphs, etc..' 
may be merely a mea'urc for 
strengthening the military power of
